Regarding claims 1 and 6, the prior art fails to teach or suggest the 
method/device for measuring internal pressure of a body comprising a alighting a light 
collecting a delivering device having a wall and lumen including applying a pneumatic 
pulse to flatten the body through the lumen which is used to illuminate the body wherein 
the portion of the light reflected into the lumen is prevented from reaching the detector, 
the light reflected in the wall is collected by the detector/control unit to determine 
pressure in combination with the limitations set forth in claim 1 which permits the device 
to emit light and pressure directly along the axis of the device and measure the 
corresponding result by collecting light through the walls of the collecting and delivering 
device.
